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Ruggles bemoans allowing additional billboards 


Fiscal court OKs new sign 
ordinance; City to vote next

Though the majority of the Ander¬ 
son County magistrates were on 
board with the newly proposed sign 


ordinance, Kenny Barnett and David 
Ruggles were not. 

The second reading of the ordi¬ 
nance passed with a 4-2 vote with 
Ruggles and Barnett voting against it 
at a regular session Tuesday morning. 

Ruggles unsuccessfully attempted 
to persuade his fellow magistrates to 
do away with billboards altogether 
because he feels they ruin the curb- 


side appeal of Anderson County. 

“I feel like I’m not doing my duty 
if I don’t voice my opinion,” said Rug¬ 
gles. “Kentucky has unique features 
including rolling hills, green grass 
and I can’t think of anything more 
disgusting than billboards. Billboards 
aren’t attractive.” 

He argued that billboards have 
little to do with whether a business is 


profitable. 

Though Ruggles admitted that 
there were a lot of time and man¬ 
hours put into the creation of the 
sign ordinance, he said that shouldn’t 
be a justification alone for approv¬ 
ing when there are major flaws such 
as the billboard portion. He said he

Jimmy Russell’s illustrious 60-year career as a Wild 
Turkey master distiller was honored with a Kentucky 
Distillers’ Association Board of Directors lifetime hon¬ 
orary membership Tuesday afternoon. 

The event was a complete 
surprise to Russell, who 
was seen beaming when he 
walked in the Wild Turkey 
Visitor’s Center full of friends 
and peers. 

“Today we celebrate a 
co-worker, my friend and a 
living legend in the bourbon 
industry,” said Rick Robinson, 
vice president, U.S. product 
supply chain at Gruppo Cam¬ 
pari. 

Russell, 79, began his 
career with Wild Turkey on 
Sept. 10,1954. Throughout his time, he’s seldom missed 
a day of work. Strong work ethic and integrity were 
words often used to describe Russell’s character. 

Russell, who is nicknamed the “Buddha of Bourbon”

Donnell 
quits race 
forjudge 

RoBards now unoppossed

Shelby County Common¬ 
wealth Attorney Laura Donnell 
has pulled out of 
the race for District 
Judge Division I, 
leaving only one 
candidate in the 
race for that seat. 

Donnell with¬ 
drew her candidacy 
on Aug. 22, mean¬ 
ing J.R. RoBards 
is now running 
unopposed for the 
seat vacated by 
Linda Armstrong 
in March when 
she retired, citing 
health reasons. 

Donnell said 
that she pulled 
out because she 
believes she can do more good 
for the community as the com¬ 
monwealth attorney. 

“After much consideration I

Anderson County 
makes triumphant 
return to state fair

After more than four years of 
being absent from the Kentucky 
State Fair Pride of the Counties, 
Anderson County returned with a 
bang. 

The Anderson County Chamber 
of Commerce, the local state fair 
committee and around 118 vol¬ 
unteers who worked at the booth 
made the effort possible. 

Pam Brough, president of the 
Anderson County Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, said since she took office in 
2011 many people asked her about 
participation in the state fair. 

Brough said she put it out there 
to gauge the community’s recep¬ 
tiveness to forming a committee to 
get Anderson County at the state 
fair again and was pleased at the

was concerned if billboards 
were allowed, more would be 
added and it will all get out of 
hand quickly. 

“This is one thing that will 
change the face of this com¬ 
munity,” he said. “The more 
you commercialize, it makes 
the area less rural and ruins 
the quaintness a lot people 
love about Anderson County 
to benefit a small amount of 
people.” 

From here, the joint city 
and county sign ordinance 
will go to the city for approv¬ 


al. 

In other news, bids were 
opened for the new site of the 
clerk’s office at the former 
Town and Country Bank on 
Main Street. 

Clerk's office renovations 

The $19,950 singular bid 
the county received for the 
lift with Transition Lift + 
Elevator based out of Lexing¬ 
ton was approved with only 
David Montgomery voting 
against accepting the bid. 

The one bid for the former 
Town and County Bank site 
renovations was $45,503.28 
with Dadisman Builders, Inc. 
based in Louisville. This bid 


was approved in a 4-3 vote. 
Juretta Wells, Judge-Executive 
John Wayne Conway, Buddy 
Sims and Barnett voted in 
favor of approving the lift. 
Ruggles, Forrest Dale Ste¬ 
vens and Montgomery voted 
against the bid. 

Fiscal Court approved 
the purchase of the Town 
& Country Bank property 
in November 2013 for the 
amount of $260,000, which 
was found to be $120,000 less 
than the appraised value in 
January. 

In January, Conway said 
the plans called for about 
$60,000 of renovations to 
meet the needs of the county 


clerk’s office. The property 
will give more space for vot¬ 
ing and record storage. 

County Clerk Jason Denny 
said the building renovations 
will be completed by Oct. 17 
or they will wait after the 
General Election on Nov. 4 to 
move to avoid difficulty for 
the 200 registered absentee 
voters. 

Road Department 

Also decided at the meet¬ 
ing, Tim Stewart was hired 
with the road department 
at $12 an hour. Fiscal court 
also approved the purchase 
of a 2015 Chevrolet Silverado 
crew cab for the road depart¬ 


ment in the amount of $28, 
175. Billy Powell Catlett, road 
department supervisor, said 
the other truck has exhaust 
issues and road department 
employees are often com¬ 
plaining of headaches. 

Tax Rates 

The motor vehicle/water¬ 
craft tax rate was reapproved 
to be the same rate as last 
year at $1,360 per $1,000 of 
assessment. 

The tangible property tax 
rate was approved at $1,368 
per $1,000 of assessment, and 
the Real Estate property rate 
was approved at the rate of 
$1.29 per $1,000 of assessment

for his extensive knowledge of pro¬ 
ducing bourbon “the old fashioned 
way,” has garnered a great amount 
of respect from his peers over the 
years and earned several distinctions 
including longest tenured, active mas¬ 
ter distiller of any whiskey brand in 


the U.S. He was also inducted into the 
Kentucky Bourbon Hall of Fame with 
the inaugural class in 2001. Last year, 
he joined the Whisky Magazine Hall 
of Fame, which is a global tribute. 

He is also the creator of Rare Breed, 
Kentucky Spirit, American Spirit, 
American Honey, Tradition and Trib¬ 
ute to name a few. 

The lifelong Anderson County 
resident initially envisioned his life 
in high school as a professional bas¬ 


ketball player, but fell into a career 
he was born to do as a master distiller 
and brand ambassador for Wild Tur¬ 
key, captivating and educating people 
about his true passion, bourbon. 

Russell’s son, Eddie, is also a Wild 
Turkey master distiller. The two are 
one of the few known father and son 
master bourbon distillers in the U.S. 
Eddie even created a commemorative 
Diamond Anniversary limited-edition 
bourbon that was released in April. 


A short video was shown to 
attempt captures Russell’s career and 
the contributions he’s made to the 
bourbon industry. 

Russell said “He’s never worked 
a day in his life” because he’s truly 
loved what he does for a living. He 
thanked everyone for their kind 
words and support.

have made the decision 
to withdraw my candi¬ 
dacy for District Court 
Judge Division 1,” she 
said. “While I would con¬ 
sider it an honor to serve 
as your district court 
judge, work remains to 


be done in my current 
position as your com¬ 
monwealth’s attorney. I 
have dedicated the last 
19 years of my career to 
prosecuting criminals 
and assisting victims 
of crime. The safety 
of our communities 
remains my priority, 
and I believe remaining 
your commonwealth’s 
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attorney will allow me 
the opportunity to con¬ 
tinue in this endeavor. I 
would like to thank my 
family and friends for 
all of their support and 
prayers. It is my contin¬ 
ued honor to serve our 
community.” 

Donnell filed to run 
for the judge’s seat at 
literally the last minute, 


on the last day to file to 
run for office in Janu¬ 
ary. 

Armstrong withdrew 
from the race just before 
that, and RoBards - who 
is her son-in-law - filed 
to run for the seat. 

There were no other 
candidates at that point. 

Donnell said at the 
time that she was 
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displeased with Arm¬ 
strong’s decision to with¬ 
draw at the last moment 
and questioned the 
integrity of the move. 

“An opportunity 
arose that has allowed 
me to seek the office of 
District Judge, Division 
1, and give the voters 
a choice, as opposed 


to Judge Armstrong’s 
attempt to orchestrate 
the outcome of the 
election and ensure her 
son-in-law the office by 
circumventing the dem¬ 
ocratic process,” Donnell 
said in a statement to 
The Sentinel-News at 
that time.

Armstrong’s sudden retirement 
left a void on the district court bench, 
and District Judge Donna Dutton 
struggled to fill the heavy caseload. 

Betty Springate of Lawrenceburg, 
a former assistant county attorney 
and county attorney for Anderson 
County, was appointed in early July 
to serve Armstrong’s term for the 
remainder of the year. 

Springate will not be on the ballot 
in the November general election and 
will serve only until the new judge 
elected in November takes the bench 
in January 2015. 

RoBards is now unopposed in Dis¬ 


trict 1; Dutton will be challenged by 
attorney Emily Farrar-Crockett for 
the District II seat, in November. 

RoBards said that he was surprised 
to hear that Donnell had withdrawn 
from the race. 

“I certainly hope that everything is 
going well for her,” he said. 

Nathan Riggs, president of the 
Shelby County Bar Association, said 
he was also surprised to hear of Don¬ 
nell’s move, but he wishes her well. 

“We were lucky to have two good 
candidates for district judge, and now 
we are left with a good judge and a 
good commonwealth attorney,” he 
said. 

Riggs said that he plans to gather 
some attorneys familiar with dis¬ 
trict court proceedings to meet with 
RoBards, who is an estate attorney, to 


familiarize him with that scenario. 

“He is a bright, intelligent individ¬ 
ual, and I know he’ll do well,” he said. 

Administrative Office of the Court 
officials said that training for all 
circuit and district judges elected in 
the 2014 general election will attend 
a New Judges Orientation Dec. 7-11 at 
the AOC headquarters in Frankfort. 

“The orientation schedule is still 
being finalized, but the topics typical¬ 
ly include judicial ethics and conduct, 
pretrial and bail, civil proceedings, 
criminal issues, jury management, 
case management, holding court, dis¬ 
covery, pretrial issues and summary 
judgment, probate, and family law 
matters such as divorce, adoption and 
termination of parental rights,” said 
Feigh Anne Hiatt, communications 
director for the AOC. 


Addressing RoBards’ scenario, she 
said: “The AOC will not hold separate 
orientations for judges who were 
unopposed. The newly elected judge 
for the 53rd District, Division 1, will 
take office the first Monday in Janu¬ 
ary, like all the new judges. Judge 
Springate will fill that seat until 
then.” 

RoBards said he still plans to do 
some campaigning, however. 

“I really worked hard, and met a 
lot of good people in three counties,” 
he said. “I know it’s going to be a tran¬ 
sition for me, but I’m really looking 
forward to serving as district judge; 
it’s a big responsibility, but it’s cer¬ 
tainly an honor and a privilege.”

Wright and Greg Higgins 
are the two Anderson County 
residents who will compete in 
the Senior Games sponsored 
by the United Way of Frank¬ 
lin County. Higgins will com¬ 
pete in tennis. 

Higgins did not respond 
to reporter’s calls and emails 
before deadline. 

There are a total of 22 dif¬ 
ferent sections to compete 
in including archery, bad¬ 
minton, basketball, bowling, 
cycling, golf, horseshoes, pick- 


leball, race walk, road race, 
racquetball, shuffleboard, 
softball, swimming, table 
tennis, tennis, track and field, 
and volleyball. 

The top four finishers in 
each event in each age group 
in individual competitions 
and the top three in team 
competitions of volleyball, 
softball and basketball will 
go on to the National Senior 
Games in Minneapolis. 

Finda Osborn, office man¬ 
ager for the United Way of 
Franklin County, said the 
goal of the Kentucky Senior 
Games is to maintain or 
improve the physical, men¬ 
tal and emotional health of 
all Kentucky seniors and to 
implement a year-round pro¬ 
gram of fitness and health 
promotion for Kentuckians 50 
years of age and older. 

Several studies boast of 
the health benefits of seniors 
remaining active. 

A University of Texas 
study released last year 
found that exercise for an 
hour three times a week can 
improve memory and brain 
health in as quickly as six 
weeks for persons ranging in 
age 57 to 75. 

According to the American 
Association of Retired Per¬ 
sons, there is a reason why 
seniors should be targeted for 
physical activity. 


Only 40 percent of people 
between 45 and 64 are con¬ 
sidered sedentary. For people 
older than 64, that jumps to 
60 percent. 

Exercise is reported to have 
several other benefits for 
seniors including prevention 
of disease, improved heal¬ 
ing, improved quality of life, 
increased balance and life 
expectancy. 

Seniors from all over Ken¬ 
tucky will compete in the 
Senior Games this week. 

Osborn said the competi¬ 
tors range in experience from 
former Olympic athletes to 
seniors just participating for 
fun. 

Osborn said she has been 
amazed by the competi¬ 
tors. She said one of which 
is a 96-yr-old woman from 
Fouisville, competing in the 
50-meter dash and track and 
field. 

Another is a man from 
Ohio who recently completed 
his cancer treatments. 

For Wright, she wants 
to participate in the senior 
games “just for fun.” 

She said golf is a great 
stress relief for her, but “it’d 
be nice to bring home a 
medal.”

An open letter 
to those suffering 
from depression 

T o Whom It May Concern: 

I could throw some statistic at you like “l-in-10 Ameri¬ 
cans reportedly suffer from depression,” but it wouldn’t 
matter. I could tell you u chin up, things will get 
better,” but right now you wouldn’t believe me any¬ 
way 

I can tell you that I understand how you feel and 
that you are not alone. I suspect there are many 
others that are like you, but they’re too embar¬ 
rassed to say so. 

I, too, have suffered from the cold, metallic 
grip of depression. I know what it’s like to be in a 
room full of people and still feel alone. You’d give 
anything to feel the warmth of company without 
having to go through the mental gymnastics of 
plastering on a fake smile just so you don’t have to 
be berated with “are you OK?” or “what’s wrong?” 

It’s not their fault. Most people don’t know how to deal with 
people who suffer from depression. Even in our daily interac¬ 
tions people stop and ask, “How are you doing?” without sticking 
around long enough to hear anything other than a one-word 
utterance of “fine.” 

They can only hear the same stories for so long before they 
tell you “OK, it’s time to move forward now,” like you’re a child 
who’s been pretending to be sick to avoid going to school. If only 
it was that easy to “snap out of it,” but it’s like a mental parasite 
has taken over and set up shop. No matter how hard you try, you 
can’t seem to get the unwelcome tenant evicted. 

Don’t be mad at your friends and family. Don’t hate them for 
having the happiness that eludes you. They’re trying to help, 
but they just don’t know what to say. They don’t realize that 
you don’t need for them to say anything at all but just to listen. 
Just to feel like you exist, like you matter to someone. 

It does get better; give it time. I understand though that giv¬ 
ing depression time when a day with it can feel like carrying 
around the weight of a giant boulder seems impossible, but you 
can. 

Sometimes when I think about my time with depression it 
seems so far away, like I’m at the fair soaring on one of those 
giant swings, examining the bad memories of someone else’s life. 
Sometimes when I have a bad day and start doubting myself, 

I can feel black fog of depression permeating my brain, trying 
to find a way back in, but I immediately recognize the intruder 
and sent it packing. Like I said, it’s a parasite, it’s always looking 
for a host to attach to.

You’ll find that you are a lot stronger than you may even real¬ 
ize now. You can make it out of this, and one day the clouds will 
part and you’ll be able to see the sun again.

Pesticide container 
recycling offered 


he Anderson County 
Extension Service along 
with the Kentucky 
Department of Agriculture 
will be offering a Pesticide 
Rinse and Return Program at 
the Anderson County Exten¬ 
sion Office from 9 a.m. to noon 
on Monday, Sept. 22. 

This program allows for the 
proper recycling of these pes¬ 
ticide containers. This reduces 
the amount of material enter¬ 
ing the landfill or being dis¬ 
posed of by other means. The 
Rinse and Return Program has 
collected 956,503 pounds of 
pesticide containers since its 
inception with more than 100 
counties participating. 

Here are the steps necessary 
for you to bring your empty 
pesticide container to be recy¬ 
cled. Pirst the containers need 
to be pressure rinsed. Remove 
the cover then empty the pes¬ 
ticide into the spray tank and 
let the container drain for 30 
seconds. 

Continue holding the con¬ 
tainer upside down over the 
sprayer tank opening so rinsate 
will run into the sprayer tank. 
Insert a nozzle into the con¬ 


tainer and rinse for the length 
of time recommended by the 
manufacturer (gener ally 30 
seconds or more). 

It’s then rec¬ 
ommended that 
containers be 
triple rinsed. One 
practice is to fill 
the container 10 
to 20 percent full 
of water or rinse 
solution. Secure 
the lid or cover 
on the container 
and swirl the container to rinse 
all inside surfaces. Add to the 
sprayer tank and let it drain 
for 30 seconds more. Continue 
for up to three rinses. Then 
puncture the container if you 
can. 

Bring all containers with 
the lids removed to our office 
for inspection before drop off 
at the Kentucky Department 
of Agriculture and they will 
recycle the containers from 
there. 

This is a free service and is 
scheduled each year to help 
farmers dispose of empty pesti¬ 
cide containers.

Federal report gives detailed insight 
on expense of raising children

T he USDA Center for 
Nutrition Policy and 
Promotion recently 
released the annual report 

of expenditures _ 

on children 
by families 
for 2013. It’s a 
31-page report 
with lots of 
details. 

Child-rear¬ 
ing expenses 
vary consider¬ 
ably by house¬ 
hold income. 

Families who - 

have more, will 
pay more. The 
biggest jump in expenses 
comes with families who 
have more than $106,540 
annual income. 

There isn’t a big differ¬ 
ence between families who 
have gross income of $61,530 
and those who have less 
than $106,540 but more than 
$61,530. 

Housing is the biggest 
expense across all income 
groups, about 30 to 33 per¬ 
cent of total expense for a 
child in a two child, two- 
parent family. Child care/ 
education and food were the 
next largest average expen¬ 
ditures on a child, account¬ 
ing for 18 and 16 percent of 
total child-rearing expenses. 
Total expenses increase as 
children get older. 


It’s more expensive to 
raise children in the North¬ 
east followed by urban West 
and urban Midwest. Fami¬ 
lies in the urban South and 
rural areas had the lowest 
child-rearing expenses. 

We spend more per child 
if we have fewer children. 
On average a two-parent 
family with one child 
spends 25 percent more on 
the one child than per child 
cost for two children. A 
family with three or more 
children spends about 22 
percent less on each child 
than parents who have two 
children. 

Single-parent homes 
tended to spend less per 
child than two parent 
homes. Most single parents 
were in the lower income 
category of $61,530 or less 
gross income. 

The cost of raising a child 
included children through 
age 17. It didn’t include 
any cost for college or other 
expenses paid by parents 
after age 17. 

Expenses that were paid 
by other people outside the 
household, including gov¬ 
ernment support programs 
such as public education, 
Medicaid, and subsidized 
school meals weren’t includ¬ 
ed. Indirect costs such as 
time, foregone earnings and 
career opportunities also

weren’t included. 

Basics expenses included 
housing costs, food (which 
included SNAP purchases), 
transportation, clothing, 
health care, childcare and 
education, and miscella¬ 
neous expenses. Families 
studied included 11,800 two- 
parent families and 3,350 
single-parent families. Most 
single-parent families (85 
percent) were headed by a 
woman. Six age categories 
were studied (3-year span in 
each category.) 

The average expenses for 
raising a child from birth 
through age 17 were as fol¬ 
lows: 30 percent housing, 

18 percent child care and 
education, 16 percent food, 
14 percent transportation, 

8 percent miscellaneous, 8 
percent healthcare, and 6 
percent clothing. 

The average U.S. expendi¬ 
ture for raising a child from 
birth to age 17 was $164,160 
for a single-parent family 
and $176,550 for a two-par¬ 
ent family. This figure was 
based on a before-tax annu¬ 
al income below $61,530.

Elbert Smith Alexander was 

born Oct. 2,1898, in the McBrayer 
section of Anderson County. He 


died Aug. 12,1938. He was the son 
of James William Alexander, and 
great-great-grandson of William 
Alexander, a Revolutionary soldier 
and early pioneer of Anderson 
County. 

Elbert grew up on the family 
farm along Salt River near the 
Anderson-Mercer County line.

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Jesus never promised the Christian life to be an easy one 


I n the Aug. 27 edition 
of ‘‘Christianity Today” 
author and Intervarsity 
campus minster Tish War¬ 
ren’s article entitled “The 
Wrong Kind of Christian ” 
recounts her experience at 
Vanderbilt University when 
the decision was made kick 
her organization off campus. 

Citing charges of so-called 
“creedal discrimination ” 
the university’s new policy 
officially bans any religious 
group that requires its mem¬ 
bership and/or leaders hold 
to a particular theological 
conviction. 

So for Intervarsity to 
require its leadership hold to 
orthodox Christian doctrine 
view was considered discrimi¬ 
nation and thus not allowed. 

The fact that a university 
would disallow a Christian 
group to operate on its cam¬ 
pus is not surprising, given 


the current cli¬ 
mate of intoler¬ 
ance that exists 
toward any 
person or group 
that holds to 
historic Chris¬ 
tian doctrine, 
especially as it 
relates to sexual 
autonomy. 

What is sur¬ 
prising to War¬ 
ren however, and to so many 
other Christians, is that we 
can never be relevant enough 
to be accepted by secular cul¬ 
ture. 

She had taken this for 
granted, admitting that she 
thought that she and her 
friends were progressive 
enough that they could dis¬ 
agree with their unbelieving 
friends and remain on, in her 
words, “the best of terms.” 

But as the saying goes “all 


good things must come to 
an end,” and, in this case, it 
was her acceptance by the 
cultural elite at Vanderbilt 
University. 

Now she was experiencing 
what conservative, Bible- 
believing Christians have 
been dealing with for some 
time - intolerance in the 
name of societal progress. 

If you do not agree with 
what the broader culture says 
is the new normal, you are 
not just intolerant; you are 
now an evil person that does 
not deserve to have a voice in 
the public square. 

It’s one thing to be weird 
but accepted; it’s quite anoth¬ 
er to be considered dangerous. 
But this is where Christians 
are increasingly finding 
themselves. 

We cannot continue to 
draw on our centuries of 
benevolence either; to quote 


Warren: “It didn’t matter to 
them of we were politically 
or racially diverse, if we cared 
about the environment or 
built Habitat homes. 

It didn’t matter if our stu¬ 
dents were top in their fields 
and some of the kindest, most 
thoughtful, most compassion¬ 
ate leaders on campus. There 
was a line in the sand, and we 
fell on the wrong side of it.” 

Indeed, there is a line in 
the sand, but we are not on 
the wrong side of it, just like 
we are not on the wrong side 
of history. 

If we are going to hold to 
a historic, Judeo-Christian 
worldview and if our creeds 
reflect an unflinching adher¬ 
ence to the Bible as God’s 
infallible Word, then we are 
going to increasingly find 
ourselves on the outs with the 
world, but that does not mean 
we are in the wrong. 


Jesus tells us that we can 
expect trouble for aligning 
ourselves with him. We can 
expect to be hated for follow¬ 
ing him and preaching his 
truth. 

Even in doing good we will 
be considered suspect. We can 
expect have opposition and 
discomfort. Estrangement, 
at best, and persecution, at 
worst, should not be surpris¬ 
ing. 

Instead of seeking to be 
respected, perhaps we should 
embrace the scorn of the 
cross and give up our notion 
of respectability. 

That is not to say we 
should be hateful and antago¬ 
nistic toward those who dis¬ 
agree with us, but we should 
instead bear the disdain the 
world has for us with the joy 
that we are counted worthy 
to suffer, in any way, for our 
Savior.

Lasting 

Legacy 


S omeone was miss¬ 
ing from the side¬ 
line when Ander¬ 
son County opened the 
home football season 
Friday night. 

As I thought about 
that fact during the 
Anderson’s win over 
George Rogers Clark, lit¬ 
tle did I realize the eerie 
coincidence that the 
night the Bearcats opened what they 
hope will be another great season 
would be on the final day of Tracy 
Briscoe’s life. 

Even though Tracy, a local physi¬ 
cal therapist who offered his services 
at Anderson games, had missed a few 
over the last few years, my knowing 
that he had been seriously ill over 
the last few weeks made that fact so 
difficult to fathom. 

As I exchanged pleasantries with 
acquaintances from other media out¬ 
lets working the contest, I could not 
help but think about the many times 
Tracy Briscoe and I carried on con¬ 
versations lasting an entire game. 

Through football, Tracy became a 
friend, yet I can’t say we were close. I 
can’t even remember having a cup of 
coffee together somewhere along the 
way. But we talked. 

And talked a lot over the last few 
years. 

You see, working the sidelines as a 
member of the media can actually be 
a lonely place. There is action going 
on in front of you but precious few to 
chat with between the plays. 

Tracy Briscoe and I changed the 
world several times under the Friday 
Night Lights. 

I came to really respect this young 
man over time as it was obvious he 
had a deep knowledge of the game. 
While I probably did not see him 
play over two or three times - he 
finished his Anderson career before 
I started writing -1 knew he was 
proud of those accomplishments. He 
even had that No. 11 that he wore as a 
Bearcat in the e-mail address he gave 
me several years back. 

Fans recognized his ability when 
he was named as a member of the 
Best of the Bearcats team, an all-time 
local all-star team The Anderson 
News sponsored in 2007. 

Suffice it to say his vote totals 
were very strong in his favor. 

Over time, I came to realize why 
that was the case and why I respected 
him so. There is no doubt Tracy was 
an outstanding end and linebacker, 
but he was even a better person, one 
that was truly loved and respected by 
many in his hometown. 

I am sure there are many photos 
of Tracy playing football or basket¬ 
ball during his years at Anderson 
County High School. 

Those memories will always be 
strong. 

But I am also sure of this: Tracy 
will be remembered more for who 
he was. As acute myeloid leukemia 
drained life from this vibrant young 
man, I saw Facebook posts from those 
closest to him saying things like 
“Trace is ready.” 

Only 48 years old, lots of life sup¬ 
posed to be in front of him, but 
friends simply saying, “Trace is 
ready.” 

It is fitting that the last time I 
remember talking with Tracy Briscoe 
was not on the sideline of an Ander¬ 
son County football game, but at his 
home church, Sand Spring Baptist. 

His uncle, Larry Briscoe, had

Mind games: Never-say-die 
attitude propels Bearcat romp 


Line controls Clark in season-opening win

Since that day he 
came home to lead the 
Anderson County High 
School football pro¬ 
gram, Mark Peach has 
preached the mind is 
where the champions 
are separated from those 
who are merely good. 

Friday night, it was 
no exception. 

The Bearcats were 
never seriously threat¬ 
ened in a 42-6 win over 
George Rogers Clark 
in the Bearcats’ season 
opener. They methodi¬ 
cally wore the visitors 
down with an offensive 
line that punished the 
Cardinals and a spread- 
the-wealth attack that 
saw three Bearcats run 
for at least 70 yards and 
four different runners 
reach the end zone. 

But mostly it was 
a matter of the mind. 
Peach has gotten 
through. 

“Did you see Ryan 


Martin catch that kid?” 
Peach said of a play mid¬ 
way through the fourth 
quarter. 

The Anderson stu¬ 
dent section had been 
chanting, “This one’s 
over!” long before Clark’s 
Jordan Conner broke 
off a 65-yard run to the 
Anderson 22. Martin 
somehow caught Con¬ 
ner from behind and 
the Anderson defense 
refused to let Clark top 
the drive with a score. 

“That is a ‘never-say- 
die’ attitude. If you are 
willing to do that, you 
have a chance to be part 
of something special.” 

Friday night’s win 
would never make a 
highlight reel of the 
spectacular. 

But it was a night 
overflowing with oppor¬ 
tunities for the Bearcats 
to show they are worthy 
of championships. 

The Bearcat line sim¬ 
ply dominated, bringing 
a big smile to Peach, who 


was an all-state linemen 
at Anderson nearly 30 
years ago. His analysis 
was simple, but Peach’s 
smile underscored its 
accuracy. 

“We were able to run 
the ball, they weren’t 
able to run the ball,” he 
said. 

The Bearcats pounded 
Clark for 297 yards on 
the ground, while limit¬ 
ing the visitors to 74, 
meaning Clark netted 
just nine yards rushing 
other than Conner’s long 
jaunt. 

Clark saw its record 
drop to 1-1. 

“This was the best I 
have seen our offense 
play,” said Anderson 
quarterback Zachary 
Carmichael, a three-year 
starter. “The line was 
just knocking people 
down and making big 
holes.” 

Carmichael led 
Anderson in rushing 
with 84 yards by ground 
and scored two touch-

Chances are the story lines will be 
different around the Anderson Coun¬ 
ty and South Oldham football camps 
this week. 

The programs, both of which have 
been climbing the Class 5A football 
ladder in recent years, tangle with 
each other Friday, Sept. 5, in Crest- 
wood. Kickoff is set for 7:30 p.m. 

Anderson County head coach 
Mark Peach is undoubtedly telling 
his troops that this South Oldham 
team is not the same one that perhaps 
an older brother or friend slapped 
around - think 49-7 and 59-13 in suc¬ 
cessive games - a few years ago. It’s 
not even close. 

“They are an outstanding football 
team,” Peach says. 

All he should need to convince 
anyone of that assessment is a line- 
score from the Dragons’ season-open¬ 
er last Friday night. In that one, South 
ripped Collins, the defending state 
Class 4A champion, 32-17. 

It might not have been a surprise, 
Peach said.

Robbie Hanks just felt it 
was time to give back to the 
game he loves. 

A former PGA pro at 
Lakeside Golf Course in 
Lexington, Hanks recently 
took over the reins of the 
Anderson County High 
School girls’ golf team two 
weeks into the season. It’s 
been a learning experience 
for Hanks. 

“I remember when I 
was growing up and seeing 
Jack Ridge out here,” Hanks 
says of the former owner 
of what was then known 
as Bob-O-Link Golf Course. 
Now named Wild Turkey 
Trace, the course serves as 
the home for the Anderson 
teams. 

“I kind of wanted to 
give back to golf and I had 
some experience teaching,” 
Hanks said. 

Hanks took over after 
Todd Hyatt resigned the 
post just as the season was 
getting underway. Hyatt’s 
last day leading the team 
was Aug. 16, when the Lady 
Bearcats hosted the JOY 
Invitational. 

Hanks, who works for 
the Kentucky Retirement 
Systems by day, is assisted 


by former Anderson soft- 
ball star Courtney Turpin 
who just graduated from 
Campbellsville University 
in the spring. Turpin played 
golf while in high school. 

While Anderson has 
never been a power in girls’ 
golf since adding the pro¬ 


gram in 2002, Hanks does 
believe there is potential 
to become stronger. “There 
have been some good golf¬ 
ers come through here: 
Kaitlyn Riley, Taylor Gil- 
lis, Anna-Marie Hyatt,” 
Hanks says of recent Lady 
Bearcats who have gone on 


to play the sport in college. 
“We just need more kids out 
here.” 

The current edition of 
Lady Bearcat golf has just 
enough golfers - five - to 
schedule varsity matches, 
but Hanks says there are 
some potentially strong 
golfers on the team. “I tell 
them this is just like every¬ 
thing else. If you want to 
get better, you have to work 
at it.” 

Riley, who qualified for 
the state golf tournament 
as an individual all four 
years of her high school 
career, is now at the Univer¬ 
sity of the Cumberlands. 

Junior Christina Mont¬ 
gomery is the most experi¬ 
enced Lady Bearcat and has 
been the team’s strongest 
golfer in the first half of 
the high school season.

The contest, at Spencer, 
was delayed 30 minutes because 
of lightning, then eventually 
stopped when more lightning 
was sighted in the area, but 
Anderson pulled away to a 1-0 
win. 

“We were slow to start, but so 
was Spencer County,” Anderson 
coach Jason Earnest said. “We 
were getting a couple of early 
chances, but we just looked slow. 
The passing was slow, our runs 
were slow, everything seemed 
slow.” 

Anderson junior Madeline 
Wilson scored the game’s only 
goal. Earnest said the shot, which 
was taken from approximately 


25 yards, was “a super shot that 
was in the far upper corner of 
the goal.” 

Earnest said Anderson had 
several chances to pad its lead 
but just missed. He also noted 
that Anderson goalie Billie Clark 
made several strong saves when 
Spencer, the defending 30 th Dis¬ 
trict champs, made an attack on 
goal. 

Five minutes into the sec¬ 
ond half, lightning in the area 
stopped play, but after another 
round of lightning was spotted a 
few minutes later, the game was 
called and Anderson credited 
with the victory. Earnest noted 
that while the Spencer pitch was 
in good shape, the lights were not 
working, prompting the game 
stoppage. 

Last Monday, the Lady 
Bearcats hosted perennially 
strong Boyle County. For the 
final 77 minutes, things were 
even, but for the Lady Bearcats 
the problem came in the first 180 
seconds as Boyle scored twice. 

“The second half is where all 
the action was,” Earnest said. “A 
lot of no-calls in the first half 
led to players fouling harder and 
being more aggressive in the sec¬ 
ond.” 

Wilson drew Anderson within 

2- 1, but Boyle answered with a 
score off a free kick to make it 

3- 1, then pushed it to 4-1 when 
another free kick bounced over 
Clark and a Boyle player fol¬ 
lowed with a goal. 


“Two quick goals could have 
broken us, but we got more 
aggressive and really played 
tough the rest of the game,” said 
Earnest. 

A Boyle penalty kick put 
things out of reach with a pen¬ 
alty kick, but with 18 minutes to 
play, Wilson answered with her 
own penalty kick to make it 5-2. 
Inside the 71 st minute, Allie John¬ 
son converted a Taylor Harley 
pass into another goal to com¬ 
plete the scoring. 

“The game ended 5-3, but it 
was a slugfest and both teams 
came out beaten up,” Earnest 
said. “It was probably our best 
game against the best competi¬ 
tion we have faced.” 

Thursday, the Lady Bearcats 
pounded an overmatched Owen 
County, 10-0, in Owenton. Eight 
different Anderson players 
found the net. 

Saturday, Eighth Region foe 
North Oldham visited Lawrence- 
burg and came away with a 3-1 
rain-delayed win. North Oldham 
scored twice in the second half to 
pull away with the win.

“The line was just 
pushing them back,” 
added Anderson senior 
Bray den Russell, who 
ran for 79 yards and a 
touchdown, all in what 
amounted to a first half 
coming-out party.

son and still defeated South 29-19. 

Peach picks up the history. 

“In 2010 (Reed’s first year), it 
was a cliff hanger,” Peach recalls. 
In that one, Anderson trailed 
37-10 but miraculously scored 
28 straight points, then held on 
a crucial fourth down late in 
the game to post a 38-37 win 
at South. It was the last of five 
games the teams played as dis¬ 
trict rivals. 

“When we played them in 2011 
(in the first round of the Class 5A 
playoffs), it was an ESPN Clas¬ 
sic,” Peach continued. “It came 
down to the last possession of the 
game.” Anderson won that one 
33-26. 

The teams did not play in 
2012, but resumed the series as 
non-district foes last year, when 
Anderson won 35-20. “Was that 
not one of the most entertaining 
high school football games you 
have seen?” Peach asked. “It came 
down to (Darius) Harvey making 
that incredible interception and 
Ryan Martin making a 90-some 
yard run.” 

Harvey picked off a screen 
pass and returned it 48 yards for 
a score, while Martin sealed the 
deal with a 93-yard run in the 
final 90 seconds. 

“That was a great football 
game,” Peach said. “That is what 
we will be up against.” 


The Dragons boast one of Ken¬ 
tucky’s best linebackers in senior 
Conor John. “He is really good,” 
Peach said. “I remember him 
from last year and what an out¬ 
standing football player he is.” 

Kevin Kuriger, who ran for 67 
yards against Anderson last year, 
is also back.
